Delicious cranberry recipes 


by Sandra Coffey, County Agent 
Coord, 

Turkey, dressing, and cranberries 
are three foods you are sure to find 
on Most dinher tables on Thankspiv- 
ing. But why eat cranberries only 
with turkey? Cranberries can be used 
in Mahy ways, and whether they are 
fresh, frozen, juiced oF sauced, you 
ean use them all year round. 

Cranberries are available if stores 
from late September through early 
December. You cah store cranberries 
in the refrigerator just as you bought 
them for up to two weeks, Before us- 
ing cranberries, sort and rinse them 
in cold water, 

Fresh cranberries are low in calo 
ries. In fact, 1/2 cup has only 25 cal- 
ores, and uncooked, that same 
amount has more than 10% of the 
recommended daily allowance of vi- 
tamin C. Also, cranberries are low in 
sodium. 

If you want cranbernes tor later 
in the year, freeze them without pre- 
washing in their plastic bag. Before 
using frozen cranberries, simply 
rinse them in cold water and use as 
directed for fresh cranberries. There 
is NO Need to thaw them before us- 
ing. 

If you enjoy cranberries, try these 
recipes. 


/4 cups sugar; 4/4 cup butter or 
margarine, softened; 2 eggs; 2 cups 
flour; 2 teaspoons baking powder; 1/

Agriculture, being one of the 'ma- 
jor businesses in Coffee County, al- 
ways arouses evoryone’s interest as 
to just how are we doing. How 
much money did we make? How are 
the farmers Going and how do we 
rank Hs a farm, as a county, and asa 
suite in agricultural Commodities? 
These statistics are for the 1995 
orap year. In 1995, ‘Hurricane Opal 
took ithe cotton Crap, ithe peanut crap 
was well below average, and both 
cattle and ‘hog |prices ware very ‘low. 
That put @ real squeoze ON Most 
farmers ‘hore. The year of 1995 was 
vary lean for most of us. 

Coffee ‘Courity ‘is usually ranked 
as the ‘third or ‘fourth Courity ‘in ‘farm 
receipts. However, iin 1995 we wore 
ranked ‘fifth. The 1996 jpounut acres 
are Gown ‘from 26,000 ‘acres 40 
22:000. However, the wields are 
back ‘up. Most growers had an excel- 
lent Corn wrap ‘this your and he cot- 


ton Crap looks ‘roal promising. 'Har- 
vest is Coming Clostr 10 a Close.

Crotalaria is an annual herba- 
coous weed that grows in south Ala- 
bara, It is a toxic woed that is doad- 
ly to both cattle and horses 
Chickens and quail can dic from 
crotalaria. Turkeys, however, tend to 
be a litte more tolerant. Swine that 
are fun in open pastures can also be 
affectod, Sheep, goats, mules, and 
dogs tend to be affected to a lesser 
degree, but they still have problems 
if they cat crotalaria, 

All parts of the plant are poison 
ous whether green of dried in hay, 
The seod are especially poisonous, 

Horses develop a very unthrift 
ait and become uncoordinated, 
They will eg Opn their hoads 
against objects. The mucous mom- 
brane will many times become yel- 
lowed due to liver damage. 

In caltle, symptoms — include 
bloody diarrhea, rough hair coats, 
swelling and weakness, 

In swine, they hemorrhage iter- 
nally, loose hair and generally be- 
come listless and unable to move 
around. 

Many limes, if crotalaria is grow- 
ing in a pasture situation, you need 
to chock your fertility. If bahia or 
coastal is fortilized and limed prop- 
erly, crotalaria shouldn't invade the 
pasture unless Ws brought in 
through hay or some other moans. 

The best time to Chemically treat 
is in the spring whon the plants are 
young. There are several chemicals 
thal you can use to control crovalana, 
Usually, the 2, 4-D combinations 


work the best. One that has been 
pretty successful has been Weodmas- 
ver using a rare of 1-4 pints per acre. 
This is best applied in the late 
epring, sometime between March 
and May, depending on the size of 
the plants.

Fall can mean 
weeds in lawn

Cooler woather is here and most 
of us are looking forward to puting 
away the lawn mower for the soa- 
son, But, fall and winter doesn’t 
mean you can ignore your lawn, 
These are prime germination times 
for a variety of weeds that can in- 
vade your turf, 

Annual bluegrass (Poa annua) is 
probably the most common winter 
turf weed, Seeds begin to germinate 
in August and will continue to 
sprout until spring, It's a low. 
growing plant with fine stems and 
loaves. It grows in clumps and will 
die back in late spring, 

Henbit, a common winter broads 
loaf weed, germinates from seed be- 
ginning in September. Sometimes 
called dead netic, it has square 
stoms with rounded, coarsely 
wothed leaves. Pinkish purple tram- 
pet-shaped flowers appear in clus; 
tors at the ends of the stems in mid- 
WIRTOr, 

Another winter annual broadleaf 
weed, chickweed, often appoars in 
moist, shaded areas and areas of 
lowsmowing heights. Its creeping 
habit with numerous branched stems 
can lead to dense patches. Loaves 
are Opposite, oval and bright green. 

Most of these weeds can be con: 
trolled by hand removal if your in- 
festation isn’t 100 groat. If you have 
an extensive weed problom, you 

nay want to Consider Chemical Con- 
wol methods, Be sure tw correctly 
Wentify the weed and the type of 
wif you have. Read and follow label 
instrucuions carefully for horbicide 
selected,
